Cultural practices such
as proper choice of turf variety, nutrient management proper cutting height, thatch
management, and proper watering, drainage, and moisture stress management should
be integrated with the use of fungicides to increase turf vigor and reduce the
susceptibility to disease. Immunoassay detection kits and extension service diagnostic
services can assist in the early and accurate identification of causal organisms and
corresponding selection of the proper fungicide when required.
